For Students and Public 


Broome Community College 
will once again cooperate with the 
Broome County Chamber of Com- 
merce and the area’s high school 
guidance counselors in conducting 
a Career/Job Fair on the campus 
on Tuesday, May 6. 

About 30 industrial and busi- 
ness firms in the area will present 
exhibits in the BCC Gym that day, 
and the main emphasis will be on 
job opportunities among these 
companies for both high school 
and BCC graduates. 

Another purpose of the event is 
to enable the people in the com- 
munity to see the broad range of 
industry that exists in the area and 
to see what products these com- 
panies manufacture or what ser- 
vices they offer. 

Admission is free, 
parking. 

The time of the Career/Job 
Fair is from 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. and 
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as well as 


from 5 to 7 p.m. The first of these 
two periods is for the high school 
and BCC students to attend, with 
the high school students being 
brought to the college campus by 
their school buses. 


The hours from 5 to 7 p.m. are 
for the working adults in the com- 
munity, although of course stu- 
dents and adults are welcome at 
any of the hours. 


Many of the participating firms 
belong to the Industrial Council 
of the Broome County Chamber of 
Commerce, and the high school 
guidance counselors’ organization 
is called The Broome-Tioga Coun- 
selors Association. 

The Fair is similar to last year’s 
Industrial Exposition, which was 
held on the campus. The main 
reason for the name change is to 
stress the career and job emphasis 
this year. 








New Programs 
To Start in 
Fall Semester 


Broome Community College 
has received official state approval 
to introduce three new computer 
curricula in the fall, and the col- 
lege has requested similar ap- 
proval for a new program in Tool 
and Die Making. All will lead to 
associate degrees. 


Recent surveys of the area have 
revealed a substantial need for 
qualified people to work in these 


fields. 


In anticipation of the approval 
from the New York State Educa- 
tion Department, more than 100 
students have already applied for 
admission into the computer of- 
ferings, according to Mary Diegert 
who has been named chairperson 
of the new Computer Studies De- 
partment. 


The Computer Science program 
is planned to enable gr: adui ates to 
transfer to 4-year colleges, while 
the other three new offerings are 
designed to prepare graduates for 
immediate employment. 


The other two computer cur- 


ricula. are “Data Processing, 
which is business oriented, and 
“Data Processing: Technical, 


which is technically oriented. 


“BCC currently has the 
academic computer facilities of 
any community college in the 
Siate University (SUNY) system,” 
Mrs. Diegert said. “We provide 
on-line instruction in six major lan- 
guages with simulators and as- 
semblers for the 8080 and 6800 
microprocessors. 


“Our college computer capacity 
enables us to have 33 students use 
the computer simultaneously for 
instructional purposes. By next 
spring, we shall have an expanded 
facility to permit 48 academic 
users at one time. In addition, the 
college computer also supports a 
broad range of administrative 
uses.” 


Languages taught include Pas- 
cal, FORTRAN and Advanced 
FORTRAN with Graphics, CO- 
BOL, RPG II and Advanced RPG 
II, BASIC, PL/1, and Basic As- 
sembly Language.

Basketball Team’s Trip to Brazil 


(Quite an Interesting Experience 


The BCC basketball team made 
it back from two weeks in Brazil 
without injury, sickness or victory. 
But it was a most eventful trip, 
“probably the most memorable ex- 
perience the players will have for 
their two years at BCC,” accord- 
ing to coach Dick Baldwin. 

The Hornet players represented 
the United States and were so 
identified in newspaper stories and 
posters publicizing the games. 
They played strong opposition— 
the Olympic teams of Brazil, Ur- 
uguay and Puerto Rico. Thus they 
were outmanned and _ literally 
dwarfed, as each opponent had 
several players between 6 feet, 9 
inches and 7 feet tall. 

The Hornet players benefitted 
from playing such tough opposi- 
tion, as well as from spending time 
in another culture, Baldwin said. 
And he also noted that it was quite 
an experience playing games in 
front of 25,000 people, in one in- 
stance, and in front of 13,000 in 
another. The smallest crowd was

about 3,000. 

The unevenness of the officiat- 
ing was one basketball problem 
for the Homets. The referees 
called a lot of negligible contact, 
while permitting much rough- 
housing away from the ball, ac- 
cording to Baldwin. 

Playing the international rules, 
which include requiring a team to 
take a shot within 30 seconds after 
it gets the ball, also caused some 
problems, although Baldwin 
thought his players adjusted well 
to the different rules. 

One of the interesting innova- 
tions they made during the tour 
was to use up about 20 seconds 
of the 30:second clock each time 
they got the ball. They did this in 
the last two games against the 
strong Brazil squad. 

This still gave them enough 
time to get their own offense in 
gear and get a shot off, and yet it 
cut down the length of time the 
other team had the ball and kept 
the game closer. The best showing 








was a mere 7-point loss to power- 
ful Brazil. 


In all, the Hornets played 8 
games in 10 days, and they de- 
veloped an excellent rapport with 
the fans, especially after it was 
learned that this was a team from 
a 2-year college playing so well 
against such top notch opposition.

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The purpose of the award is to 
enable the college, through its 
Faculty-Student Association, to 
formally recognize those individ- 
uals from the community who 
give of themselves on behalf of 
the college, and whose contribu- 
tions have been substantial over 
the years. 


Wales was chairman of the BCC 
Board of Trustees for 20 years, 
during 16 of which he was chair- 
man. He resigned in 1974 to ac- 
cept an appointment to the State 
University of NY Board of Trust- 
ees, the first community college 
trustee to be so named. 


At that time, BCC renamed the 
Administration Building in his 
honor, and it is now called the 
Wales Building. He continues to 


serve, moreover, on the BCC 
Foundation. 
Gitlitz succeeded Wales as 


chairman of the BCC Board of 
Trustees and held the position for 
4 years to make a fitting climax to 
his 14 years of service on the 
Board. 


He has also been president of 
the BCC Foundation for a 5-year 
period, and he still serves as an 
active member of the Foundation. 


Both Wales and Gitlitz, more- 
over, have been staunch advocates 
of BCC in the community and 
have led the college’s cause to 
both the State and County Legis- 
latures. 


The award was presented to 
them by Acting BCC President 
Terry Cline at the annual BCC 
Alumni Dinner-Dance, as _ the 
Alumni Association was pleased to 
provide the showcase for this 
presentation.

7% Drop in Applicants for Fall Is Deceiving 


Dental Hygiene 
Main Reason, 


Yet It’s Full 


Applications at Broome Com- 
munity College for the fall 1980 
semester are running a deceptive 
7% behind last year. Paradoxically 
there is some good news in that 
figure, too. 


The principal ingredient of the 
decline is the fact that there are 
31% fewer applicants in Dental 
Hygiene. Yet that program is still 
filled and has a sizeable waiting 
list. So the drop in the number of 
applications has more of an arith- 
metical effect than a practical one. 


Another favorable consequence 
of the drop in the number of ap- 
plications is that there are open- 
ings in the Nursing curriculum for 
the first time in many years at this 
date. So people interested in a 
career in nursing now have the 
opportunity to enroll at BCC. 


In fact, there are still openings 
in most of BCC’s programs. 


Applications in the Liberal Arts 
curricula are holding steady with 
last year, even though there was a 
44% increase in this area a year 
ago. 


A few of the programs are run- 
ning ahead of last year in the 
number of applicants. Among 
these are Engineering Science, 
Mechanical Technology, Medical 
Record Technology and Radio- 
logic Technology. 


In addition, the 3 new Com- 
puter Studies programs have at- 
tracted more than 100 applicants. 


Another positive item in the sta- 
tistics from the Admissions De- 
partment is that there is an in- 
crease of 12% in the number of 
applicants who have paid their 
tuition deposits of $50 for the fall 
semester. 


This is a favorable sign because 
it means that these applicants will 
most likely attend BCC in the fall, 
instead of choosing one of the 
other colleges to which they may 
have applied. 


Even if the rate of applications 
does not pick up in the months 
ahead, BCC will be in a reason- 
ably comfortable position as far as 
enrollment is concerned. 


Last year’s enrollment included 
a record high total of 1,688 first- 
time students at the college, and a 
7% decline would still mean 1,569 
new students would enter. That 
would be higher than any previous 
year, except last year with its rec- 
ord high. 


The 7% decline, incidentally, 
compares with a statewide drop of 
14% in the number of applications 
in State University of New York’s 
Community Colleges.

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New Transfer 
Agreements 


With SUNY-B 


A new agreement guaranteeing 
the transfer of qualified Broome 
Community College graduates to 
the State University of New York 
at Binghamton has been reached 
by officials at both institutions. 

The agreement guarantees ad- 
mission to Harpur College for all 
BCC liberal arts and sciences grad- 
uates with an acceptable grade 
point average, and it provides that 


SUNY-Binghamton’s School of 
Nursing will reserve 10 places 


each fall for BCC liberal arts grad- 
uates who are Broome County 
residents. This is in addition to the 
existing policy of accepting grad- 
uates of BCC’s nursing curriculum. 

Acting BCC President Terry A. 
Cline and SUNY-Binghamton 
President Clifford D. Clark hailed 
the agreement as a step forward 
in the continuing efforts of the two 
institutions to cooperate for the 
benefit of their students. 


In Harpur College, besides 
guaranteeing admission for all 
qualified BCC liberal arts and sci- 
ences graduates, the agreement 
allows for full transfer of credit 
for college courses in the liberal 
arts, and for up to 32 credits for 
many non-liberal arts courses. 


In the School of General Studies 
and Professional Education, which 
has traditionally maintained close 
ties with BCC, the new agreement 
assures that transfers holding as- 
sociate degrees in arts, science, or 
applied science will have 60 trans- 
fer credits accepted and be clas- 
sified as first semester juniors. 


In addition, the agreement facil- 
itates direct transfer from BCC 
programs to complementary 
courses at the School of General 
Studies, allowing BCC graduates 
to complete the baccalaureate de- 
gree with an additional 4 semes- 
ters of normal course work. 

In the School of Management 
the agreement emphasizes the im- 
portance of liberal arts to students 
interested in transferring from 
BCC, making it easier for them to 
identify the courses that are most 
useful. 


Faculty members Herbert 
Durst, Raymond Rogers, Roger 
Marion and Axford Beagle spent 
considerable time in hospitals this 
winter. 

Durst is recovering from a triple 
heart by-pass; Rogers had a heart 
attack; Marion underwent 5 op- 
erations between Oct. 4 and Feb. 
15, including surgery for a hiatal 
hernia and spinal transplants; and 
Beagle had part of a lung removed. 

Rogers is back teaching in the 
Business Department, while Durst, 
Marion and Beagle are still con- 
valescing. Durst is the chairman 
of the Mechanical Technology De- 
partment, Marion teaches in the 








Biological Sciences and Medical 
Laboratory Technology Depart- 
ment, and Beagle is in the Chem- 
ical Technology Department.

Judge Sorrentino Graduation Speaker Again

He spoke to the Class of 1977 
and made so much of an impres- 
sion that he has been invited back. 


The 1980 Commencement Exer- 
cises will be held at the Broome 
County Veterans Memorial Arena 
on Friday, May 23, starting at 
§ p.m. 


Almost 800 BCC students are 
expected to graduate and receive 
their associate degrees. Parents, 
friends, relatives and guests are 
welcome to attend without charge 
in the air-conditioned comfort of 
the Arena. 


Judge Sorrentino has developed 
into a great success as a speaker, 
judge and personality from the 
most unlikely rcots of his child- 
hood. He was a member of a 
Brooklyn street gang, who joined 
the Marines and was given a dis- 
honorable discharge. 


But he then underwent a com- 
plete turnabout and became an 
outstanding achiever as a high 
school night school student. After 
that he was the valedictorian of his 
Harvard University Law School 
class. He even re-enlisted in the 
Marines to erase the blemish of 
his dishonorable discharge. 


He has served as a juvenile court 
judge in San Francisco, has taught 
courses in some of the leading col- 
leges in California and has written 
several books, newspaper and 
magazine articles. 


His life story is soon to be re- 
leased in a movie, and he has been 
featured on the popular “60 Min- 
utes” television show. He has also 
made guest appearances. with 
Johnny Carson, Merv Griffin and 
Mike Douglas. 


He has perhaps made his best 
reputation as a lecturer, and the 
fact that he has been invited back 
to be the BCC commencement 
speaker for the second time may 
be his best recommendation of all. 
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3 Retired Faculty and 
1 Active One Pass Away 


Three retired BCC faculty mem- 
bers and one who was still teach- 
ing have passed away in recent 
months. They are W. Ronald Pow- 
ers and the three retires—George 
Elliott, John Kushner and John 
Clark. 

Together, they represented 95 
years on the BCC staff, as Kushner 
taught for 32 years, Elliott for 25 
and Clark and Powers. slightly 
more than 19 each. 

In addition, Frederick J. Hanra- 
han, who taught chemistry at the 
college for 2 years in the 1960's, 
died on Nov. 9. He was 62 years 
old and leaves 4 daughters and 3 
sons. 

Powers had completed nearly 
20 years on the faculty, when he 
passed on on April 3, following a 
brief illness. He taught in the 
Electrical Technology program 
since 1960. 

Throughout his career at BCC, 
Ron sustained an energetic in- 
volvement in all aspects of his pro- 
fession—in research with National 
Science Foundation fellowships 
and self-study, in curriculum de- 
velopment and in college affairs as 
a former president of the Faculty 
Association and as a member of 
the College Senate and its Execu- 
tive Committee. 

He was 58 years old and is sur- 
vived by his wife Betty, a son and 
two daughters. 

Elliott was one of the college’s 
original faculty members, having 
joined the staff in December of 
1946, which was before the col- 
lege opened its doors for students. 

He retired on July 20, 1972 and 
passed away on February 2 of this 
year. Since he taught economics, 
he had students in his classes from 
many of the college’s curricula and 
thus was well known. 

He had suffered a heart attack 
in 1968, but came back to teach 





again before finally deciding to re- 
tire. He is survived by his wife 
Polly and two daughters. 

Kushner’s 32 years on the BCC 
faculty constituted more than half 
ot his lifetime, when he retired in 
May of 1979. He came to the col- 
lege in May of 1947 and had been 
chairman of the Chemical Tech- 
nology Department for 25 years. 

In addition, he was active in off- 
campus activities associated with 
his profession. He served on many 
accrediting teams evaluating pro- 
grams at other colleges, and he 
was a past chairman of the Bing- 
hamton Chapter of the American 
Chemical Society. 

He was 64 at the time of his 
death on Dec. 18, and his survivors 
include his wife Mary, two sons 
and five daughters.

The 1979-80 basketball season 
was one of the most successful 
ever at Broome Community Col- 
lege, even though it ended up in 
the disappointment of defeat in 
the semi-final round of the Re- 
gional Tournament. 

The Hornets won 28 games and 
lost only 3, and they were ranked 
the No. 2 two-year college team 
in the nation in the official Na- 
tional Juco ratings. The 3 losses, 
moreover, were by a total of 6 
points, including the final 2-point 
setback to Monroe Community 
College in the regional tourna- 
ment. 

Other highlights of the season 
were the return of the crowds of 
yesteryear and coach Dick Bald- 
win’s tying the all-time career vic- 
tory record for 2-year college 
coaches. 

After about 5 years of sub-par 


turnouts at the home games, the 
Hornets drew well throughout the 
season. It seemed like the old 
times back in the 1960’s. Winning 
is obviously important, but the in- 
teresting playing style of the Hor- 
nets was also a big help. 

The 28 victories for the season 
gave coach Baldwin a career total 
of 743. That ties him with the re- 
tired Floyd Wagstaff of Tyler 
( Tex. ) Junior College for the most 
wins ever by a 2-year college 
coach. But the breaking of the 
record will have to wait until next 
season. 

With 4 first-string players back 
for next season, the outlook at this 
early stage is good. Jay Dilello, 
Bob Garbade, Bob Mastro and 
Ron Thorpe are the returnees, as 
both Ben Gardenhire and Erv 
McGill have used up their eligi- 
bility.

The Broome Community Col- 
lege women’s basketball team en- 
joyed its finest hours during the 
recently concluded season, as 12 
team records and 14 individual 
“best evers” were achieved.

Clark died on Nov. 21 in Port 
St. Lucie, Fla., where he was liv- 
ing since his retirement from BCC 
in 1973.

With 500 GAF workers recently 
laid off, Broome Community Col- 
lege has again offered the use of 
its resources to help them retrain 
and readjust to this mid-career 
trauma. 


BCC participated in a special 
Job Fair at the Arena for the 500 
GAF workers who have been laid 
off. The college had a booth there 
to show how the college’s testing 
and counseling services, as well as 
its Placement Office and educa- 
tional offerings can assist these for- 
mer GAF employees, as they did 

% years ago when GAF laid off 
1,100 people. 


The college also plans to send 
letters to all 500 to be sure they 
are aware of how the college can 
help them. 


Back in 1978, with the help of 
the state-funded Job Service and 
GAF, BCC contacted all of the 
1,100 who were then laid off, and 
91 of them enrolled as students at 
BCC. That was for the fall 1978 
semester, and they received finan- 
cial assistance through the fed- 
erally-supported Trade Readjust- 
ment Act. 


Of that number, 79 continued 
their enrollment in the spring se- 
mester, and 30 of them did well 
enough to make the President’s or 
Dean’s List for academic excel- 
lence. There are still 31 of them 
who are students at BCC, most of 
whom are candidates for gradua- 
tion in May. 


Almost all of those who have left 
BCC since their original enroll- 
ment, either returned to their jobs 
at GAF or found employment with 
another company.
